hart, aged 53. patient at the Colum- 
bus State hospital is dead and Oral 
Best, aged 22, an attendant, Is un- 
der arrest awaiting an investigation. 
Dr. C. P. Gilliam, superintendent of 
the hospital, signed 
an 
affidavit 


charging Best with assault and bat- 
tery yesterday, out fol loir ing the 
death of the ward at 10:30 p. m. 
the charge was erased and Best 
was held pending a probe. 


According to statements of one of 


the infirm ward 
attendants, -who 


said he saw the 
other attendant 


man-handle the patient, the trouble 
occurred when Best tried to take 
Barnhart out Saturday afternoon for 
a walk in the ward with the other 
rateients. Barnhart, who was com- 
pletely demented, 
it is said, hung 


back, and Best, it Is alleged, flew 
into a rage. According to tile atten- 
dant, Best snatched up a baseball 
bat and dealt the patient blow after 
blow, until he sank to the floor. 


Several of Barnhart's ribs were 


brokfn. 
He was unable to tell any- 


thins about how he received the in- 
juries, because of his mental condi- 
tion. Barnhart's home wa» at Lilly- 
Chapel, Madison county. 
He bad 


been at the hospital for 19 years. 


When questioned about the affair 


last evening in his cell at tbe city 
prison. Best dented striking the pa- 
tterrt. He said Barnhart -was kicked 
in the side by James Keys, another 
patient, with whom he engaged in 
a fight. Best, said he separated them 
and made a written report to the su- 
perintendent. 


Dr. Gillian) declared he had heard 


rumors at the hospital about cruel 
treatment of patients at the hands of 
Best. A few days ago it was report- 
ed to him that -when one of the insti- 
tution physicians questioned Edward 
Eba, aged 45, of Franklin county, 
about a black eye he had rewired, 
the patient alleged, so it is said that 
Best had struck 
him. at the same 


time, confiding to the physician that 
he had been afraid to report it be- 
cause he feared the anger of the at- 
tendant.

This mea- 
sure, introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives in 1846, was the subject 
of an amendment 
offered by Wil- 


mot: "That, as an express and" fund- 
amental condition of the acquisition 
of any territory from the republic of 
Mexico by the United States, neither 
slavery nor 
involuntary 
servitude 


shall ever exist in any part of said 
territory. This proviso was adopted 
by the house, but failed of final ac- 
tion. It was the basis of the organi- 
zation of the 
Free-Soil 
party in

are opposed to the Truth, realizing its 
power upon the minds of their victims. 
The taskmasters of today would fain 
hide the Truth from the wage-alaves, 
but in general find it impossible— «o 
great is the power of the press— and 
there are still publishers who have not 
sold their moral sense fur sordid gain. 


In times past, when chattel slavery 


prevailed, the master found it to his 
advantage to educate his slaves and 
thus Increase their value, but to his 
disadvantage to give them ethical cut- 
title aloug the lines of human ri-jhtt. 
The feudatory lords of the past estab- 
lished a serfdom and were very willing 
that the common people should con- 
sider them demigods, not amenable to 
the same laws as their subjects. 


The 
same 
principle 
apparently 


prompted the emperors of old Rome. 
yea. and back to Nebuchadnezzar, the 
first world emperor, to proclaim them- 
selves fuHtiftx 
Uajimut and to en 


courage their people to render them' 
religious as well as secular devotion. 
The natural selfishness of man has 
ever thus prompted him to take aa 
much advantage of his fellows as cir- 
cumstances would permit. 


1 am not here saying that the masse* 


may not have fared about as well un- 
der those fetters as if they had been 
free. 
I am not arguing that all men 


are born equal 
I am merely stating 


the facts ae an acquainted with his- 
tory kuow them. I am putting these 
facts as a background, that my text 
may shine out the more luminously. 
'"The Truth shall make you free." 


Which Is the Torch of Liberty? 


I can imagine many able men identi- 


fied with the sciences, each claiming 
that his science, or truth, has doue 
more than any other to break the 
shackles of ignorance and to set men 
free. 
The artist would tell us of the 


power of the picture to Influence even 
tbose who cannot read. The publisher 
would tell us of the enlightening Influ- 
ence of the press. 
The astronomer 


•would laud his science and tell us of 
Its broadening influent upon the hu- 
man mind. 
The geologist, historian 


and dramatist would each claim for his 
art the honor of setting men free. 


But admitting all the claims thus set 


before us. 1 ask yon to consider my 
plea that the Bible has been the great 
Emancipator 
from 
human 
slavery. 


mental, mor:il and physical. All other 
torches derived tbeir spark from the 
Bible, tbe Torch of liberty lighted by 
Divine Providence. 


The secret of this great power Is that 


tlip Bible alone sets forth the relation- 
ship of man to man. The Bible alone 
tells us tbat all humanity are of one 
blood, all creatures of the same God. 
all amenable to Him, either for re- 
wards for well doing, or punishments 
for 
111-doinfT. 
While tbe Bible In- 


structs that kings, princes and all in 
authority should be recognized, and 
that honor should be rendered to tvhom 
honor is due. yet it also tells us tbat 
tbe kinp upon his throne is amenable 
to ex.u-tly tbe same laws as his most 
menial servant, aud that if he violates 
tbe law he is ns sure to be punished. 
Xo other hook in tbe world ever placed 
all humanity thus on tbe same level. 


Moreover, the Bible points out tbat 


tbe present life is merely a schooling 
time related to tbe future life as cause 
to effect. It shows, as none other book 
does, that every net of life, every spo- 
ken word. yea. every wilful thought. 
hears upon our character-development 
and prepares us for hisrber things In 
the life to come, if faithful, or. contra- 
riwise. wi!! give us more steps to re- 
trace in the upward way. and corre- 
spondingly more difficulty 
In ever 


reaching the reward of life everlasting. 


"Hope Thou In God." 


As we look back into the past we 


eee the nation? stupid in tbe hands of 
rrafty sovereigns. We see the nation 
of Israel, swl(3en with fear of their 
K«yptian taskmasters, not daring of 
themselves to take steps for lil»erty. 
But after they had been delivered from 
Ktfyptian l>ond:isp. after God bad en- 
t»"-»>i1 into a Covenant with them aa k 
n:ilim at Mount Sluai. they werb • 
changed |>eo|tie. 


The thought that God was for them 


and luid promised tbem aid worked 
wonders, r.ot only with the leaden, 
Imt also with tbe rank and flle True. 
they wore in- lined to gravitate toward 
the Wky« of tbe tteatfeen oatiuaa. But 


to th* extent that tb»y renal*** 
to tk^tr Covenant with God, and 
*4 In His*, they boms, lataltlays* 


one of the « ma Host of tho 


they oB*rciac4 a ens* Influ- 


enw thro<«l*0*it tbe world. Tbe prom- 
ise mad* u> Israel that they 
come tbe loading, dominant 
the earth aud give laws to all tbe other 
u*tkuui (vr their blessinc was a conta- 
Ctottii ituggerfiiuu- Tbe Babylonians took 
It up. and put it iutu effect by itm<|Uef- 
iug tbe world. 
Xbe Medea aud Per- 


sian* followed- 
Next caine tbe Gre- 


cians, ambitious to be tba ruling ua- 
tkML Later came tbe Homana Into IK>>V- 
er an uuutt«n> of tbe world, cooquvriug 
other nations and Klvinc them l.tws 
whk-h still very largely prevail, bat 
which apparently were baaed apou Civ 
Mosaic code. 


In cousiderlna, tho Indaenc* of the 


Law glreu at Mount Stoat, we «re to 
remember that primarily and properly 
It affected wry few. Those few were 
tbe faithful uiies mentioned by St Paul 
In Hebrews 11. But lu a general way. 
all tbe Jewish people were Influenced 
by the spirit of that Law Covenant, 
and were made more courageous, nwre 
liberty-loving, than formerly, and more 
su than were other peoples. Joaevbus 
felt called upon to defend bts yeopte 
from the charge of being so independ- 
ent. 90 headstrong, as to be continu- 
ously rebellious. 


The Boman emperors seem to hare 


bad tbe idea tbat the religion of tbe 
Jews should be stamped out because 
it was a liberty-producing religion, un 
favorable to their designs. We remem- 
ber 8t Paul's declaration that the Gos- 
pel gathered out of tbe Jewish nation 
all -Israelites Indeed"—-the Elect"— 
and that the rest were Minded. Tbe 
blinded ones drew from the ancient 
promises of God tbose conceptions of 
life which, unregulated by the Spirit 
of th* Lord, devoured tbem with pride 
and ambition; aud socfe a spirit of tn- 
dependence has made tbem lawless. 


The effect of this, as history shows, 


was that civil strife destroyed their 
nationality much More than did th* 
Roman armies, which merely came In 
at tbo close and terminated the reiicn 
of anarchy. The lesson we would point 
from this narrative Is tbat the spirit of 
Divine Truth tends toward liberty 
more than all other Influences combin- 
ed, bnt that this liberty may be dan- 
gerous to those \vho re'jeive not the 
Divine Law «nd Message into pood and 
honest hearts as Israelites indeed. 


Christian Love of Liberty. 


Tbe teachings of Jesus and the Apos- 


tles went first to the Jew, by Divine 
direction, gathering from them a "pe- 
culiar people, zealous of good works." 
a class at once godly, reverential and 
liberty-loving. 
So independent were 


they that they willingly rejected tbe 
teachings of the Scribes and Pharisees, 
and braved persecution, ostracism, for 
what tbey believed to be tbe Truth. 


Already they belonged to tbe most 


Independent people of the world, the 
Jews; but the Message of Christ made 
them still more independent than their 
brethren. It made them free indeed 
by giving them a clearer knowledge of 
God and of Bis Divine arrangements. 
The Gospel Message gave tbem cour- 
age to become martyrs for Christ 


Sinai's Law admitted tbe nation of 


Jews to be God's servant people, but 
the Message of Jesus, confirmed at 
Calvary and at Pentecost, gave a still 
higher hope and still more ennobling 
thought It was tbe teaching of Jesus 
that through His death, a Ransom- 
price was provided, which eventually 
would permit the return of all man- 
kind from the power of *m and death, 
to harmony with tbe Creator and to 
everlasting life. 


More than this, the Message was an 


invitation to tbose who bad eyes of 
understanding and ears of apprecia- 
tion, tbat they might, in association 
with the Redeemer, become the agents 
of God in bestowing Restitution bless- 
ings upon mankind. But in order to be 
sharers with Christ in His glory, tbey 
must be sharers also in His sufferings 
and ignominy. 
As He was despised 


and rejected of men they must not ex- 
pect to escape similar experiences. 
Tbeir sbare in the Kingdom would de- 
pend upon tbeir faithfulness and loy- 
alty tttn unto death. 


Is it any wonder that this Gospel 


Message served to stir their hearts, to 
open their lips and to make tbem cou- 
rageous beyond all others of the whole 
world? The Message made them free! 
It explained that in becoming the disci- 
ples of Jesus tbey passed out from un- 
der slavery to sin, and became chil- 
dren of the Highest It declared that, 
| becoming children of God. they were 
associated with Jesus, they became 
heirs of God and joint-heirs with Jesus 
Christ, their Lord and Redeemer—if so 
be tbat they should suffer with Him. 


They Wont Everywhere Preaching. 
The«e. liberated from all fear of 


fle.ith. made free through their confi- 
dence in the Savior, manifested their 
courage. Tbey knew tbat faithfulness 
must bring tbem persecution, yet they 
Kept not silent Tbey were persecuted 
by the Jews, because they disturlted 
tbe order of things prescribed by the 
Chief Priests and Pharisees. 
They 


were imprisoned, whipped and perse- 
cuted, 
but 
tbey went everywhere 


preaching the Gospel- 


Amongst the Gentiles they had simi- 


lar experiences 
Those who made sil- 


ver shrines for Dianft perceived that if 
the people believed the teachings of the 
Christian* they would have no further 
use for their shrines. On commercial 
grounds tbey opposed the preaching of 
the Gospel :uid sought to destroy those 
who bore the Message. Stripes, impris- 
onments, tribulation on every hand 
were the result's 
Soon the Roman cm- 


peror*? realized the Christians to IK> a 
new force and feared the awakened in- 
fluence on tht-ir peoples. Nero aud IH- 
oclctian crncifled them, hiirned them, 


tlwM.i to Ijf devoured by beasta, 


making public spectacles of thain. 


*nd rendertac the very BOJM of Christ 
•dkMU. Yet even thte could not 
out their opfrtt wf liberty. 


literty KoJifMoniMo; tfce World. 


i ofcaBpe c^flie, aa the 


mmOaally relaxed, aud uilUoo* 


tbe name of Christ without 


racoired the true Gospel Jieo- 


to IIMEO them free. So for ce»- 


tnrlea ther* followed a period of dark- 
ness. Ignorance, superstition. Yet God 
was not without His witnesses. 
A 


few retained the spirit of tbe Truth. 
and were e*ieew«d fanatical, peculiar, 
•iui ftfii trying experiences »ajoii;;st 
tbeir brethreu. Tbe cause ot tnU gen- 
eral lapse iuto darkness was tbat tbe 
Word of God was no longer tbe Torch. 
Instead, tbe word of Msbopa became 
tbe standard, and later tbe decrees of 
councils. 


By and by. In God's Providence, the 


Torch of liberty again was lighted. 
Husa In Germany and Tyndale in 
Great Britain, became leaders in a 
movement to bring forward tbe Word 
of God. Tbe darluiesa hated tbe light 
and almost extinguished It 
Those 


who lifted tbe Torch perished as mar- 
tyrs, and Tyndale's Bibles were burn- 
ed at 8t Paul's Place. Louflon. 


For a time it seemed as If the Torch 


had been quenched, but later It blazed 
forth again. Lutber-o.ud his associates 
held it up. The bishops who bad burn- 
ed Tyndale's Bibles were themselves 
forced ultimately to produce a transla- 
tion. Two Catholic versions of the Bi- 
ble and our common English version, 
and Luther's version followed. 


Th« Torch flared up, and the whole 


wortd began to be influenced by it 
The British, the Germans. Scandina- 
vians and Dutch, became potent influ- 
ences of civilization and enlightenment 
throughout tbe world. Today these na- 
tions are still In the forefront Ameri- 
ca with them, while tbe nations which 
neglected tbe Bible, have until now 
made little progress. Now all nations 
are being influenced by this wonderful 
Boole, although they know It not The 
doctrines which the Bible inculcates 
hare given to th* civilized world its 
high conception of human liberties, hu- 
man rights, human equalities. 


Danger Now. as to the Jews. 


What we point out respecting the 


Jews and the influence of their Law 
upon them, we must now point out 
with respect to Christendom and the 
influence of God's Message today. To 
the saintly Jews, the liberty granted 
helped the"m to appreciate the privilege 
of laying down their lives in God's 
service. But to the remainder of the 
nation the liberty led on to greater dis- 
content aud strife. 


So it is today. The saintly of Chris- 


tendom, blessed by the great promises 
of God and Inspired by the Truth re- 
specting tbe redemption from sin aud 
death, are most courageous. Bnt these 
having become the servants of God, 
manifest their courage by their faith- 
fulness and loyalty to the principles of 
righteousness, laying down their lives 
in tbe interest of God's Truth. 


Here also we find, as with the Jews, 


that others having tbe same knowl- 
edge, but not being sanctified by tbe 
Truth, are made the more discontented. 
In other words, independence- and lib- 
erty not under tbe restraints of sancti- 
Qcation to God and His service, are 
dangerous to the peace of the world. 
Thus we see that the most dangerous 
elements of society are those people 
who have had more or less contact 
•with the Gospel and its liberty-inspir- 
ing Message. Xot having received the 
Truth into consecrated hearts, they are 
disposed to use their liberty according 
to their own judgment merely, ignor- 
ing tbe Divine arrangement outlined 
in God's Word. 


Thus we see around us today strife. 


Strife -in business, and along social 
lines, and in a general massing of in- 
terests amongst the lower classes, a 
massing of wealth among the upper 
classes and a general preparation to de- 
stroy one another in a sanguinary 
struggle for supremacy. 
Tbe Truth 


has begotten a spirit of liberty; but tbe 
Divine Word having been neglected, 
liberty Is in danger of becoming li- 
cense, leading to anarchy and the 
wreck of our present civilization. 


Became Christ's Bond-Slavs. 


St Paul gives the true conception of 


liberty. It is freedom to do right. If 
all could so use liberty, what a bless- 
ing it would be! St Paul voiced the 
sentiments of God's truly consecrated 
people from his day until now. He ex- 
plained tbat through accepting Christ 
he became dead to other masters and 
free from the authority of sin, Satan 
and death. 
But this release was 


granted to him on condition tbat be 
would fully give up his own will and 
accept, instead, the will of Christ. He 
accepted tbe proposition and declares 
tbat thus he became Christ's bond- 
slave.—1 Corinthians 722. 


We perceive his thought The will 


is tbe lever which governs and cou- 
trois the mind. Having given up his 
will to Christ, St Paul was thus more 
fully bound to Christ than any earthly 
slave has ever been bound. 


All accepted by Christ give first their 


wills, and thus bind every act word 
and thought into subserviency to tbe 
TV-ill of God in Christ This was St 
Paul's experience, and must be the ex- 
perience of all those who. like St Paul, 
hope to be of the Royal Priesthood, 
who will be joint-heirs with Jesus. 


To some it might seem a terrible cap- 


rt\ity to be thus bound as respects 
even their thoughts: and it would be 
terrible to l>e bound to any except the 
one Master and Head. 
But to those 


who really appreciate tbe Truth, the 
Holy Spirit of God. to those it Is a 
bt»-s<;ed bondnse. In which they rejoice. 
More and more their minds become 
transform*1*! and renewed. More and 
more they rejoice in the liberty where- 
with Christ makes them free from all 
fitlier iHitidHges. und more «nd more 
tliHj- rejoice to be servants of so *TH- 
dvuv a Kin*

POSTOFFICE RULES 


ADVERSELY IN ALL 


LOTTERY CONTESTS 


While it is generally known that 


newspapers are not permitted by the 
postoffice department to publish ad- 
vertising of any lottery, gift enter- 
prise or scheme of any kind offering 
prizes dependent upon lot or chance 
either in whole or in part, the im- 
pression exists that newspapers may 
publish the results of such drawing.' 
or lotteries. In order to 
obtain a 


ruling, the Advocate submitted 
the 


proposition to the postofflce depart- 
ment at Washington and is just in re- 
.ceipt of a reply from Mr. R. P. Good- 
win, 
assistant attorney general, who 


quotes the law and adds: 


"You will observe that under this 


law no announcements of the award- 
ing of a pri/e or prizes at any draw- 
ing or anv form of lottery may be 


i mailed. And no distinction is made 
•between drawings and so forth, held 
for benevolent or charitable purpose 
and those held for the purpose of pri- 
vate gain." 


Mr. Goodwin calls attention to Sec 


,213 of the 
Criminal Code of 
the 


I'n'ted States which is Pec. 499 of the 
postal laws and regulations and par- 
tif-ularly that provision which read? 
as follows: 
'And no newspaper, cfr 


oilar. pamnhlet or publication of an? 
kind containing any advertisement o 
any lotteries, which 
enterprise or 


I 


scheme of any kind offering prize? de- 
Pendent, in whol^ or in part unon lo 
.or chance or containing anv list o' 
I the prizes drawn or awarded by means 


of anv such lo;te-y. gift or enterprise 
or scheme. wh«>Jher said list contains 
anv part or all prizes shall be depo? 
ifed or carried in the mails of 
th< 


Vnifed States or be delivered by an> 
postmaster or V-'ter carrier." 


It will thus be seen that the news 


papers will not be permitted to pnb 
lish the result of any 
prize contes1 


which is decidf-d by chance or lot In 
dividuals or orcanizations will there 
fore confer a favor by not askins the 
Advocate to print the results of such 
drawings as the newspaper mnpt. in 
order to obey th<> law and receive the 
privilee* of 
the mails, 
decline 
to 


print such announcements.
